Regarded as one of the top volleyball minds in the country, Brian Gimmillaro enters his 
32nd season at Long Beach State in 2016. The Long Beach State graduate has continually 
taken the 49ers to new heights as one of the winningest and most successful volleyball 
programs over the past three decades. His dedication to the sport and his student-ath- 
letes was recognized most recently in December 2008, when Gimmillaro was part of the 
three-person class inducted into the AVCA Hall of Fame, honoring individuals who have 
greatly contributed to the game of volleyball. 


Because of Gimmillaro, Long Beach State has earned a place among the nation’s elite. With 
three National Championships, eight Final Fours, 13 NCAA Regionals and 27 NCAA Tourna- 
ment appearances to his credit, it is no wonder that Long Beach State enters every season | 
as a national contender. Over the past 20 seasons, LBSU has won a national title, has 
appeared in four Final Fours and six NCAA Regionals. Over that time, the team record is an 
impressive 522-123, winning over 80 percent of its matches. With a 3-0 win over UC Davis 
in 2015, Gimmillaro became just the seventh active coach to reach 800 Division | wins and 
the 12th all-time to reach 800 wins all coming at Division |. He also became just the eighth 
coach in history to earn all 800 of those wins at one institution. Gimmillaro ranks 12th in 
all-time victories in Division | history, and his 814-211 all-time record stands as the No. 10 
career winning percentage in Division |. With 25 wins in 2015, he jumped into the top-20 
for career victories among all coaches in all divisions in NCAA history. 


Against one of the toughest conferences in the country, the Big West, LBSU has won over 
78 percent (410-114) of its matches under Gimmillaro, claiming 13 conference crowns. In 
26 of the last 29 seasons, Gimmillaro’s teams have won at least 20 matches. 

In 2014, Gimmillaro led the Beach back into the NCAA postseason and a first round win 
over San Diego. Gimmillaro’s 49ers posted a perfect 16-0 record in the Big West in 2014, becoming the fifth Long Beach State squad to accomplish 
the feat and 10th team in Big West history. Gimmillaro notched his ninth Big West Coach of the Year award while setter Jenelle Hudson garnered 
Big West Player of the Year honors and middle blocker Ashley Murray won Freshman of the Year honors. The trio led the Beach on a17-match win 
streak and a national ranking as high as No. 15. LBSU won 25 games for the second straight season in 2015, finishing second in the Big West, and 
earning wins over nationally-ranked Loyola Marymount and San Diego. 


But wins alone do not define Long Beach State's volleyball program. Former setter Keri Nishimoto was a two-time Academic All-American, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of another volleyball player, Anja Grabovac, who was an Academic All-American in 1999. Prior to the 2003 season, Gimmillaro 
was the sole recipient of the USA Volleyball All-Time Great Coach Award (in the Donald S. Shondell Contemporary Division). In receiving the award, 
Gimmillaro joined an elite group of volleyball coaches. Also in 2003, Gimmillaro was bestowed with the “Excellence in Leadership” award, present- 
ed by Leadership Long Beach. Gimmillaro is also a three-time National Coach of the Year, earning American Volleyball Coaches Association (AVCA) 
National Coach of the Year honors in 1998 and ASICS Tiger National Coach of the Year accolades in 1989 and 1998. Also in 1999, Gimmillaro was 
the named the U.S. Olympic Committee's Coach of the Year, the only non-Olympic coach such honored. In 1989, 1991, 1994 and 1997 Gimmillaro 
was named one of eight Regional Coaches of the Year. Gimmillaro has also earned Big West Coach of the Year honors nine times (2014, 2012, 2005, 
2001, 1998, 1997, 1994, 1992 and 1991). 


Gimmillaro’s players are a testament to his program. In January of 2001, the NCAA released its 20th Anniversary team. Of the six players chosen, 
three were Gimmillaro’s former players: Tara Cross-Battle, Danielle Scott-Arruda, and Misty May-Treanor. Those three players serve as a who's who 
of women's volleyball. All three were Olympians in Sydney in 2000 and Athens in 2004, all three were National Players of the Year and all three led 
the 49ers to a National Title. Gimmillaro has coached six AVCA National Players of the Year. Cross-Battle and May have each won the award twice, 
while Scott and Antoinette White each earned the honor one time. Cross-Battle is a former player-coach for the National team, a four-time Olym- 
pian and a two-time World Player of the Year. Scott-Arruda was named to a record fifth Olympic squad in 2012, the only player to have that honor 
in USA women's indoor volleyball history, passing Cross-Battle who represented Team USA four times. Finally, May-Treanor is regarded as the top 
beach volleyball player in the world. 


Long Beach State continues to have a tradition of Olympic success from Gimmillaro’s players. In 2012, three former 49ers claimed Medals in Lon- 
don. May-Treanor capped an unprecedented run in Beach Volleyball with her partner Kerri Walsh, capturing a third straight Gold Medal after win- 
ning in 2008 in Beijing and 2004 in Athens. Also, in women’s volleyball, Scott-Arruda and Tayyiba Haneef-Park repeated as medalists after winning 
the Silver in Beijing, capturing another Silver Medal for the USA, in London. Those finishes followed the 2004 squad, where the 49ers had the most 
players from any college in Cross-Battle, Scott-Arruda, and Haneef-Park, as Cross-Battle was making her fourth Olympic appearance, setting a mark 
that was only passed in London by Scott-Arruda. In all, Gimmillaro’s players have represented the United States in volleyball in each of the last six 
Olympiads prior to the Rio Games 


Gimmillaro’s finest season came in 1998, when the 49ers became the first NCAA Division-I volleyball team ever to finish the season undefeated. The 
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Beach captured their third National title in Madison, Wisconsin, finishing 36-0. The team also won 
National titles in 1993 and 1989. In 1989, it was the first Division-| Championship for Long Beach 
State in any sport. The Beach has reached eight NCAA Final Fours, participating in 1989, 1991, 
1992, 1993, 1997, 1998, 1999 and 2001. Twice in the ‘90s the team reached three consecutive 
Final Fours, winning a National title during each of those runs. Twice the team has run the table 
during the regular season, during the NCAA Championship year of 1998 and in 2001. 


What may be most impressive about the team’s incredible run is how far it has come. When Gim- 
millaro started in 1985, he took over a team that had struggled in the late 1970's and early 1980's, 
and had not won a National title since 1972 and 1973. The team played in the Gold Mine, a small 
gymnasium in the middle of campus, which the team rarely filled. Today, the team is one of the 
nation’s best, plays before large crowds at the Walter Pyramid, and continues to develop some of 
the best volleyball players in the country. 


Before coming back to his alma mater, Gimmillaro coached at perennial volleyball powerhouse 
Gahr High School in Cerritos, Calif. (1978-1985). During his tenure, he led his team to four 
ClF-Southern Section Championships (1978, 1979, 1983 and 1984) and Division-| State Cham- 
pionships in 1983 and 1984. In 1984 and 1985, Gahr won the CIF Southern Section 5-A Division 
Championship and was a Division-I state finalist. In eight years, Gimmillaro compiled a stellar 
142-15 (.905) record. All told, Gimmillaro sent eight consecutive teams to the CIF Playoffs. A na- 
tional No. 1 ranking in 1984 was a testament to his success at Gahr. 


During the same period, Gimmillaro served as the business manager for the United States Wom- 
en’s Volleyball Olympic Team (1982-84). His duties included organization and development of 
publicity, budget, fundraising and promotion. He has also been the president and owner of the 
California Juniors Volleyball Club since 1978. 


A voting member of the AVCA Top 25 Poll, Gimmillaro is a four-time Coach of the Year Award win- 
ner from the Long Beach Century Club, and in 1992, the Century Club bestowed on Gimmillaro 
its Michael Brian Warren award for outstanding contribution to furthering the goals of wom- 
en's athletics. He was inducted to the Century Club Hall of Fame along with May-Treanor and 
Scott-Arruda in 2013. Gimmillaro received the Distinguished Alumni Award from Long Beach 
State in 2016, the university’s highest alumni honor. 


Gimmillaro graduated from Long Beach State in 1970 with a Bachelor of Arts degree in Econom- 
ics. He has two children: a son, Stefan, and daughter, Lauren.

A four-time Olympian (1992, 1996, 2000, 2004), a four-time All-American, two-time 
NCAA Player of the Year and the holder of almost every Long Beach State record, 
Tara Cross-Battle was the 49ers first NCAA Player of the Year and set the standard for 
those to follow. Cross-Battle led the 49ers to their first NCAA Championship with 

a 15-12, 15-0, 15-6 victory over Nebraska in the 1989 NCAA title match in Honolu- 
lu, Hawaii. The 49ers went 32-5 that season and navigated through a murderous 
NCAA Northwest Regional where they had to defeat No. 3 Pacific and No. 1 Hawaii 
just to make it to the Final 
Four. In January of 2001, 
Cross-Battle was named 
one of the greatest 
collegiate volleyball 
players ever, one of three 
Long Beach State players 
named to the six-mem- 
ber squad. In 2004 
Cross-Battle became 

the first athlete (male or 
female) in USA Volleyball 
history to be named to 
four Olympic teams. 


Cross-Battle earned her 
first NCAA Player of the 
Year honor in 1988 and 
then was selected as the 
NCAA 

Co-Player of the Year in 
1989, along with fellow 
Big West Conference 
stand-out Teee Williams. 
At the 1989 Northwest 
Regional final, the 49ers thwarted the Wahine's hopes of reaching the Final Four in 
their hometown with a thrilling 11-15, 15-13, 10-15, 15-8, 15-10 win over the Rainbow 
Wahine. In that contest Cross-Battle recorded 29 kills, 16 digs and 10 blocks as the 
49ers prevailed in the three-plus hour match. 


At the Final Four the 49ers defeated Texas-Arlington in four games with Cross-Battle 
tallying 18 kills and 16 digs. In the national final vs. Nebraska, Cross-Battle had 20 kills 
and hit .529. She set a new NCAA record by 

totaling 126 kills throughout the 1989 NCAA Tournament. Cross-Battle 

concluded her stellar four-year career with 2,767 kills, the third-most in NCAA history. 
Her 5,694 total attempts and 1,578 career digs also place her first on the 49er career 
chart. She holds the top three single season kill marks, highlighted by 779 kills in the 
1989 season, 12th-best in NCAA history. Despite the high number of attack attempts 
she hit for a very high percentage in her career, .344, to rank seventh on the LBSU 
career chart. In 1995, Cross-Battle won the FIVB’s MVP Award (World's Best Player).

Misty May closed out her fabulous four-year career at Long Beach State by capturing 
every individual honor available in leading the 49ers to a perfect 36-0 mark and the 
1998 NCAA Championship. She capped her phenomenal season by winning the 
1998-99 Honda-Broderick Cup, an award which is presented annually to the nation’s 
outstanding collegiate woman athlete and selected by a national vote involving the 
more than 900 NCAA-member schools. She was just the second volleyball player to 
ever win the Honda-Broderick Cup Award and the first 49er to ever win the coveted 
honor. In 2004, May was inducted into the Long Beach State Athletic Hall of Fame. 


A two-time American Volleyball Coaches Association (AVCA) National Player of the 
Year selection, a two-time Volleyball Magazine National Player of the Year pick and 

a three-time Big West Conference Player of the Year selection, May quarterbacked a 
talented 49er squad to the first perfect record in NCAA history as The Beach defeat- 
ed Penn State (15-3, 15-10, 13-15, 14-16, 15-12) in five games to win the national title, 
the program's third NCAA women’s volleyball championship. In January of 2001, May 
was named one of the greatest collegiate volleyball players ever, one of three Long 
Beach State players named to the six-member squad. 


May led the 49ers to back-to-back 
Final Four appearances and back- 
to-back undefeated Big West Con- 
ference championships (16-0) in 
1997 and 1998. May entrenched 
her name in the LBSU record book 
with her 5,045 assists (2nd), 160 
service aces (2nd), 1,277 digs 
(3rd), .334 hitting percentage (6th) 
and 16 career “triple-doubles’, in- 
cluding six in her senior campaign 
alone. 


| Selected as the Co-MVP at the 
1998 NCAA Championships, May 
| recorded nine kills, 70 assists, 11 
digs and four blocks in the win 
over Penn State. In the national 
semifinal win over Florida (15-2, 
15-8, 15-10) she had her sixth 
“triple-double” of the season with 
11 kills, 15 digs and 32 assists. 


Since leaving The Beach, May has

90-match winning streak with teammate Kerri Walsh in 2003-2004, winning 15 major 
international titles. Her successful career reached the ultimate highlight when she 


won the Gold Medal in Beach Volleyball (with teammate Kerri Walsh) in the 2004 Sum- 


mer Olympics in Athens. May and Walsh became the first female Americans to win 
a Gold Medal at the Olympics in volleyball history, and repeated as a Gold Medalist 
with Walsh in the Beijing Olympics in 2008 and the London Olympics in 2012.

Long Beach State alumnae have had a long history of success after their time with the 
49ers. On the beach, indoors, or leading from the sidelines, former Long Beach State 
standouts are making their mark on volleyball even after their time with the 49ers. Two- 
time NCAA Player of the Year Misty May-Treanor was one of the most dominant players 
in the world in beach volleyball, a four-time Olympian and a three-time Gold Medalist with 
partner Kerri Walsh. May-Treanor retired from volleyball after winning the pair won their 
third Olympic Gold in Beach Volleyball. 


Other Olympians in 2012 included Danielle Scott-Aruda, who set an American record 
by heading to her fifth Olympic games. With her fifth Olympic appearance, Scott-Aruda 
passed fellow former 49er Tara Cross-Battle, who represented Team USA four times. 
Tayyiba Haneef-Park also made her third trip to the Olympics with Team USA. Long 
Beach State players continue to populate the professional leagues throughout the world 
as well. 


Taking the lessons learned from the coaching staff at The Beach, former 49ers are also 
making a name for themselves on the sidelines. Former 49er Erika (Chidester) Dillard 
joined the Long Beach State staff in 2009, while Prentice (Perkins) Lewis and Traci Dahl 
are leading squads of their own. A number of 49er greats are working as assistants 
throughout collegiate volleyball.

THE BEST IN THE BIG WEST 
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LBSU PRESIDENT 
OR. JANE CLOSE CONOLEY 


Jane Close Conoley, Ph.D. was selected by The California State University (CSU) Board 
of Trustees in January 2014 as the newest president of California State University, Long 
Beach (CSULB) and officially took office on July 15. Conoley is the first woman to be 
appointed president of CSULB and the seventh president overall in the 65-year history 
of the campus. 


Immediately prior to coming to CSULB, Conoley served as dean of the Gevirtz Gradu- 
ate School of Education at the University of California, Santa Barbara (UCSB). She also 
served from November 2012 to August 2013 as the interim Chancellor of UC Riverside. 


Since 2006, along with serving as dean, Conoley was a professor of counseling, clinical 
and school psychology. Prior to her service at UCSB, she served as dean and professor 
of educational psychology at Texas A&M University (1996-2005) and associate dean for research at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln’s 
Teachers College (1989-94). In addition, she held faculty positions at Texas Woman’s University and Syracuse University. 


Conoley earned a bachelor’s degree in psychology from the College of New Rochelle and a Ph.D. in school psychology from the Univer- 
sity of Texas at Austin. 


Conoley is the author or editor of 21 books and more than 100 chapters, refereed journal articles and technical reports. Her areas of 
primary interest are interventions with children with disabilities—especially serious emotional disturbance and aggressive children and 
youth—and family intervention. Her most recent work investigates the application of the science of positive psychology to educational 
settings. 


One example is her co-authorship with A. P. Goldstein, of Student Violence Intervention: A practical handbook and Student Aggression: 
Prevention, management and replacement training. She has also co-authored books concerning home/school collaboration (with S. 
Christenson), family assessment (with E. Werth), and school consultation (with C. Conoley). Her most recent book with Collie Conoley is 
Positive Psychology and Family Therapy (Wiley, 2009). 


Conoley is also well known for her work in psychological and educational measurement and served for 12 years as an editor of the 
Mental Measurements Yearbook series published by the Buros Institute of Mental Measurements. She has been the principle investiga- 
tor (P.l.) on several federally funded projects aimed at developing better school-based approaches to helping children with emotional 
and behavioral disorders. She also has been the Pl. on federal and state initiatives to improve teacher quality especially in science and 
mathematics education. Conoley remains very interested in working with schools to increase the engagement of low income children 
of color with academic success and educational attainment. She has presented papers and lectured throughout the world to education- 
al and mental health professionals on these topics. 


Conoley has won university-level teaching and professional organization service awards and has been very active in leadership posi- 
tions in the American Psychological Association (APA) and has served on national boards including teacher recruitment (College Board) 
and zero tolerance discipline policies (APA). She has also served on the executive committees of the national education deans’ associa- 
tions such as CADREI and LEARN. 


In her role as dean of the Gevirtz Graduate School of Education, Conoley oversaw the APA accredited combined program in professional 
psychology—one of only a handful of such programs in the United States. 


She was the chair of the UC System-wide Science and Mathematics Initiative Executive Committee and participated in the development 
of a UC Santa Barbara campus-wide strategy to increase the quality, quantity and diversity of science, technology, engineering, and 
mathematics majors who choose to pursue a career in teaching. In this role she developed new links with regional community colleges, 
area business, industry, non-profits and philanthropy, and new relationships on campus among the colleges and the large UC Santa 
Barbara interdisciplinary science and engineering research centers. 


Founded in 1949, CSULB enrolls some 35,500 students annually, making it one of the largest four-year universities in California and the 
nation. Students are served by more than 2,100 faculty members within the university's eight colleges, which offer 85 baccalaureate 
degrees, 64 master’s degrees and four doctoral degrees.

ABOUT WALTER PYRAMID 


The home of Long Beach State basketball and 
volleyball for over 15 years, the Walter Pyra- 
mid has become a nationally recognized icon 
for the university and the city of Long Beach. 
Because of its dramatic appearance, its unique 
multi-purpose capability and its lure for tele- 
vision production, the Walter Pyramid is one 
of the finest collegiate athletic facilities in the 
western United States. 


On March 5, 2005, the pyramid was officially 
named the Walter Pyramid, thanks to the gen- 
erous donations presented to the university 
by Dr. Mike and Arlene Walter. Long-time sup- 
porters of the school, the Walters gift to athlet- 
ics and academics was the largest single gift in 
LBSU Athletics history. 


Officially opened on November 30, 1994, the Beach rolled to a 71-64 win over the University of Detroit before a crowd of 5,021 and 


an ESPN television audience. 


The structure's distinctive cobalt blue exterior has permanently altered the city’s skyline. It rises 18 stories above north campus and 
can be seen for miles in all directions. It has provided a quantum leap in both the image and effectiveness of the Long Beach State 
Athletics programs, with an immediate impact on LBSU’s fan base, scholarship fundraising, recruiting and revenue generation. 
Nearly 200,000 visitors pass through the Walter Pyramid’s entrances annually. 


Designed by Long Beach architect Don Gibbs and built by the Nielson Construction Company of San Diego, The Walter Pyramid 
cost approximately $22 million. The ‘Myd (as it is affectionately referred to by loyal fans) measures 345 feet on each side of its 
perfectly square base. Its floor space accommodates nine volleyball courts or three full basketball courts and four additional half 


basketball courts on the “activity” level. 
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One of three true pyramids in the Unit- 
ed States (others are located in Las Vegas 
and Memphis), The Walter Pyramid’s most 
unique feature is its cantilevered seating 
system, mounted on moveable platforms. 
When use of the floor level is required for 
physical education classes, each 81-ton 
seating platform can be raised hydrauli- 
cally to expose over 39,000 square feet of 
flooring. 


In the summer of 2014, the original beech- 
wood flooring in the Pyramid was replaced 
with maple flooring. The main court under- 
went a redesign with the new floor being 
laid down (rendering seen to the left).
